Being a Talk with a Man who Comts 
from the Geld Diggers. 

Yesterday Tue Constitution held quite a 

conversation with Captain J. 8. Imboden, 

the modest and agreeable superintendent of 

the Findley gold mine, situated one mile 

from Dahlonega. We touched upon some. 

points of interest: 

“You have the largest mine in Lumpkin 

county.” 

“I believe so, sir. We have fifty stamps 


in operation.” 
What is the condition of the

“What is the prospect?” 

“Quite flattering. We haveenough prof- 
itabie ore in sight at present to keep the 
mining force busy for a year.”’ 

“is the mill upon a stream?” 

‘Yes, it is situated on the bank of the 
Yahoola river. Oo a high hil!, some 
distance abuve the mill, is a reservoir 
whicn holds 80,000 gallons of water. The 
ore is dug out with pick axes, and washed 
out with bydraulic pipes, and then the 
water from the reservoir is turned out and 
washes the broken ore down a larze sluice 
into the m-li below. It is then thurcughbly 
crushed by the stamps and forced out of the 
mill upon slanting troughs heavily coated 
with quicksilver, The washed ore and the 
dirty water pass through the troughs to the 
ground, but the particies of gold adhere to 
the quicksilver, Phe mixed goldaid quick- 
silver are then placed in an iron retort, 
having a hole at the topinto which is fitted 
apipe. The retort is then placed io a fur 
nace, and the pipe having been covled, 
the action of the heat drives the 
mercury through it in the form of a vapor, 
into another retort, where it is condensed 
The iron retort containing the yvold is then 
cooled, and the ictal jis ready for ihe 
mint.” . 

“How long have you been in t 
business in Georgia.”

There were two 
or three mines being worked near Dahlon- 
ega.”’
